4. (Amended) The needless syringe as claimed in claim 1, characterized in that 
the groove (31, 41, 41') is straight. 

5. (Amended) The needless syringe as claimed in claim 1, characterized in that 
the groove is helical. 

6. (Amended) The needless syringe as claimed in claim 1, characterized in that a 
groove (54) is formed by the convergence of at least two grooves beginning firom the | 
upstream face and ending in a single groove towards the downstream face of the element 

(34). 

7. (Amended) The syringe as claimed in claim 4, characterized in that the groove 
(31,41,41') has a constant cross section. 

8. (Amended) The syringe as claimed in claim 4, characterized in that the groove 
(53, 54, 55) has an evolving cross section.
